No funds for the support of the school.— The master received 6 o 1 . per annum, and a house 
from the late Archbishop ; many of the poorer children taught gratis ; the rest paid from 
IS. to 2s. per quarter, which sums were expended in providing books, paper, &c. for the 
use of the school ; a schoolmistress was paid also by the late Archbishop six guineas per 
annum for instructing the female children in spinning, and plain needle-woik. 

Mosobban : - - - One school; 26 children.— The master has a house and one acre 
of ground, and receives 15 /. per annum from the association for discountenancing vice, &e. 
receives from the children about 7 h per annum. 

Clonoulty: - - - One school; 11 children taught gratis. — The master receives 
from the association for discountenancing vice, &c. 12 1 . per annum. 

M EALUFFE : - - - A school on the foundation of Erasmus Smith. — The master has a 

house and two acres of land, and a salary of 30/. per annum; 18 protestant, and 74 roman 
catholic children attend, about 27 each day on an average.— There is also a sunday-school, 
held sometimes in the church, sometimes at the glebe-house ; books were obtained from the 
sunday-school society. 

Thurles: - - - One school; greatest number of children 47 — Master receives from 
the rector (the Rev. G. Forster) 20/. pet annum; he did receive from two guineas to 
17 s. 6 d. per annum from each child ; out of these allowances he was obliged to provide a 
sufficient residence and school-room, for which he paid 15/. per annum ; be also received 
from the association for discountenancing vice, &c. 15/. per annum ; last November this 
was reduced to 61 . per annum; in consequence of which the master resigned ; another was 
procured, who has lately resigned also ; and Mr. Forster is now looking out for a master, 
intending to support the school at his own expense. 

Burris : One school ; 50 children ; 30 taught gratis ; 20 pay. — The Rector, the 

Rev. Thomas Grady, gives the master a house, and 10/. per annum. 

Moyne : It is proposed to build and establish a school in the course of the next 

spring. 

Templetonhy ; - - - One school ; 15 children attend.— The master has 10/. per 
^oum as parish-clerk, and receives small sums from the children. 

Tempuemore: - -- Oue school; 60 children attend ; 40 are taught gratis, the rest 
pay some small sum of money.— The schoolhouse was built by the trustees of Erasmus 
Smith’s charity, on ground given by the late Sir J. Carden.— The master receives from them 
also a salary of 30 1. per annum. 

Glankeen : One school ; the names of 122 boys and 48 girls on the books ; 

tlie average daily attending, 82 ; the children all very poor, and pay nothing.— The school 
was built by the incumbent, with the aid of the association for discountenancing vice, &c. 

The association pay the master 15^. per annum. Dr. Bernard, the late incumbent, paid 

20/. per annum; Mr. Otway paid 5^.; books, &c. &c. and repairs of the house, were 
supplied by the incumbent. 

Hot.y CROSS: - - - One school; 25 children attend, — The school is supported by 
Thomas Phelps, Esq. of Graigen, without any other aid than a subscription from the 
clergyman. 

Relickmurry, or Golden: - - - One school; 25 childrenattend,— The master re- 
ceives from the children 7 1 . 4«, per annum.— The incumbent (the Rev. Irwine VVhitiy) pays 
him a salary of 61 . per annum, 3/. 10. 8d. for children of very poor people, and ^ 1 . ixs. 
per annum for the rent of schoolhouse, the desks and books for vrhich were also supplied 
by Mr. Whitty to the amount of 5 1 . 

Knockgrafton : One school ; a few children attend. — The master, who is 

parish-clerk, has a small house, and oue acre of land. 

Fethard: One school; 168 children attend.— The income is 50/, viz. 15A by 

the board of education; 15^. from the association for discountenancing vice, &c. ; lo^. from 
the Rector, and loZ. from William Barton, Esq. ; a bouse was built by subscriptions and 
aid from the association. 

Killem aule : - - - One school ; 48 children attend.— The master receives j 5 1 . per 
annum from the association, 8cc. and 1 1 . from the Rectw ; he has also a house and two 
acres of ground.

Lismalin: - - - Ooe school ; 30 children attend.— The master has 12/. from the 
association, 8cc. and 5 /, 13 s. from the Rector, who also pays the rent for the school- 
house. 



Kilcooly : One school ; 80 children attend.— The master has 30/. per annum from 
Erasmus Smith’s charity; a schoolhouse was built by the landlord.

Kilvemnon: - - - The present incumbent provided a master, and rented a house, 
but there were no protcstant children, and the roman catholics would not to attend a Pro- 
testant master. ‘ 

Pallisgreen : A school has just been founded by the board of Erasmus Smith, 

which has given two acres of ground ; erected a house on it, and given a salary of -to 1. 
per annum. j 

Duntrileague; - - - One school; too children attend. — The master, who is al«o 
parish-clerk, has 25/. per annum from the parish. 

Cahihconlish: - - - One school; 50 children attend.—The master, whoisalsoparish- 

clerk, has 20 1. per annum. 

Doon : One school ; and a protestant master, who receives 6 1. per annum, paid 

by the executors of Archbishop Cox ; there is at present no protestant child to attend, and the 
others will not attend. 

Abincton: - - - One school; 40 children attend. — The master is paid 10/. per 
annum ; by the Reverend Archdeacon Jebb, and some small sums by the children. 



Archdeaconry of Emly: No school in the parish, but the children attend 

that which has lately been established in the parish of Pallisgreen; and Archdeacon Jebb 
supplies the poor children with books. 



Tipperary: - - - One school; 46 children attend. — The master receives 20I. per 
annum from the Rector, and .26/. per annum from tJie children; out of this sum 12/. per 
annum is paid to an assistant; and the Rector has made it a condition that 12 children 
should be iustructed gratis.

(6.)— DIOCESES OF CORK AND ROSS. 



l.N the dioceses of Cork and Ross there are seventy-four benefices, of which six are 
sinecures, and nine small iioncures, without churches or glebe-houses, the income, of which 
are iiisufHcieni to support resident clergymen. In these dioceses liowever there are, accord- 
ing to the Reports made previous to visitations, fifty parish-schools, kept and supported at 
the expense of the respective beneficiaries, and probably others not notified. It appears also, 
from the registry of the dioceses, that twenty-five private schools have been licensed, many 
of which are supported by voluntary subscriptions. There are in the city of Cork several 
schools supported by charitable donations, and bequests with the funds or economy of which 
I have no means of becoming acquainted. The number of scholars in the different schools 
1 have no means of acquiring a knowledge of.

Return of Aghalee School The number of scholars lasf year was about 30 —No 
fund tor the support of said school, but 40 5. allowed to the master by the Rev. Mr Fletcher • 
the annual income of it on an average is about 25I. no expenditiite,but someuifle collected’ 
of the parish for the repairs of the schoolhouse. 

• Aghadebg School: — In the village of Scarva, near the borders of this 

parish, there is a school established under the society for educating the poor of Ireland- 
thwe are at present attending the male pari of this soliool, 47 children, and the female 33 
— Ihere are no funds for its support; and the salaries of the master and mistress arise from 
the donations of John L. Reilly, Esq. and the payments made by the scholars. 

Return of Clonduff School About 30 children attended the school during the last 
year, e.ach of whom pay 2 s. 6 d. quarterly ; this sum, with the addition of 2 f. a y®ear paid 
by theyicar of the parish, constitute the whole iacouie of the schoolmaster; as to the

Return of Dromara School :~The parish-school of Dromara is held in the church •

diet and lodging, being provided by the Rector, as there are no public funds or other allow- 
ance ; there is no expenditure except of a very trifring nature for books.

Return of Shankhill School;— The children taught gratis; contains about 120 
boys and 90 girls ; supported by a grant from Erasmus Smith’s ftmds of 30/. per annum 
tor the master, and 30/. for the mistress; also by subscriptions averaging about dol. per 
annum, and an annual charity sermon, giving about 50/. per annum ; these latter sums are 
expanded m repairs, books, ,&c. and about 150 or i6o are clothed.

Sir Robert Bateson, bart.— The masters dwelling-house consists of -one sittlhg-rooin,

6d. and 1 s. per quarter, according 
to their circumstances, which payments amounted, for the last year, to nearly loh the 
children also provide their own books, stationery, 8cc.— It appears that the average number 
of children in daily attendance from November till April inclusive, is 38, and during the six 
summer months is 57.

Return of Clonallon School The funds appropriated to its support, from the rector, 
forty shillings ; the name of the schoolmaster, John Graham ; the condition of the school- 
house very good ; the average number of children in atlendance 50 ; the rates charged for 
tuition, for reading, quarterly, 5 s. ; writing and accounts 8 s.

Return of Drumgath Scliool There are no funds for the parish-school of Drumgath ;

Hugh Toal, formerly John Millar ; the house for the school is a neat thatched cabin in 
townland of Ballykell, almost central to the parish; number of children average about 50 ; 
rates of tuition, reading is. id. per quarter; writing and arithmetic ai..6d. per quarter. 

Return of Garvaghy Parochial School The vicar of the parish allocated one acre 
and an half of glebe land for the use of the schoolmaster, upon which stands a thatched cabin, 
one end of which serves for .a schoolhouse, and the other for the residence of the master. 
The schoolhouse is situate near the gate of the church. In addition to this siuajl endowment 
oF land the vicar pays the schoolmaster forty shillings yearly, who has no other, salary except 
what be derives from the small payments of the scholars ; the average number attending the 
daily school is about 35, from whom the master derives about 15/. yearly. At present there 
are in attendance 4 boys, engaged in writing and arithmetic, at 45. 4d. per quarter; 10 in 
reading and writing, at 3s.

Return of Moyntaghs School:— Schoolmaster of Moyntaghs parochial school re- 
ceives forty shillings per annum from the vicar of the parish ; Iceeps a daily school, at which 
about 10 scholars attend, from whom he receives one penny per week each ; he also super- 
intends the Sunday-school, at which about i 20 children attend.— There is a small schoolhouse 
within the confines of the church-yard ; a resident gentleman of the parish gives the school- 
master a house and four acres of land rent free ; he is also parish-clerk ; his name is John 
M‘Comb. 

Return of Kilbroney School No regular parish-school; the clerk indeed has lorn? 
kept a school of a very inferior description. And I believe he has been considered the parish 
schoolmaster, but I cannot say whether he is licensed, nor would I recommend that he 
should, because I consider him wholly incompetent for such a situation. There are several 
schools in the parish, but none of them can supply the place of an efficient parish-school, 
placed under the superintendence of the clergyman. 

Return of Dromore School : — The parish-school of Dromore was built in the year 
1817 ; it contained in the year 1821, 70 scholars.— The funds for the support of the school 
for 1821 were from the association for discountenancing vice, 15?.; tuition-money paid by 
the pupils 12^.; contributed by the Bishop of Dromore 18?. 10s.; there is also a dwelling- 
house for the master, with an acre of ground, which is equivalent to 10/. a year. — Amount of 
income for the year 1821, 55/. 10s. Amount of expenditure for the year 1821, master’s 
salary 45^. 10s.; house and land belonging to the master 10/., total 55/. lOs.— There are 
altogether 18 schools in the parish of Dromore, in which about 650 children are educated • 
sixteen of these schools are independent of any society, and are supported entirely by the 
tuition-money paid by the pupils. The amount of each master’s income does not exceed on 
an average 10/.; the population of the parish is between 14,000 and 15,000.

4<?. ; the expen- 
diture for the last year for 63 boys, as above stated, amounts to 264 (. is. ad. including 
house rent, master, mistress, stationery, &c. &c. being an average expense oi each boy 
of about 4/. 3s. 10 Jrf. each annually.

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B4I.ROTHERY : - - - Ihfre is no parisii scliool in the parish of Balrotiiery : there is a 
lifeused schoolmaster who has made several efforts to keep a school by giving notice that he 
was ready to do so, &c. but he did not succeed as he was never attended by more than two 
scholars. There are two schools m Balbriggan, one kept by William Huston, wlio is to be 
supported by a salary of lo/. a.>yearW the Society for Discountenancing Vice and also bv 
subscriptions ; there are at present 30 boys and 1 2 girls who attend this school. -The other 
school m Balbrtggan is kept by Mr. Dorcaii, and is at present attended by 43 boys • the Kil- 
dare-street Education Society granted 10 1 . a-year to assist in fitting up this scboo’i and the 
master is supported by a charge which he makes to the scholars.— Tiiere is also a very large 
Sunday school attended by too boys and very nearly «oo girls. The Rev. G. Hamilton has 
given two houses for the above schools in Balbriggan, wliich is nearly in the centre of tlie 
parish of Balrothery. 

Balbriggan: - - - There are two schools in the town of Balbriggan, parish of Balro- 
thery ^ the first under the patronage of the Association for Discountenancing Vice - it has 
been established but a fortnight, and contains at present 30 bovs and 1 s airls* and is likely 
to increase very considerably: the other is on the principles of the Kildaristreei Education 
Society, which granted to/, towards the fitting up the school, ike.; it contains 43 boys. 
The Rev. George Hamilton, proprietor of the town of Balbriggan, has given two houses for 
tliese schools, and accommodation of the masters ; Mr. Huston, the master of the first men- 
tioned school, 18 to be supported by a salaiy of 10/. a year, which the association has pro- 
mised to grant, and also by private subscriptions. 

Mr. Dorcan, the master of the second school, is supported by a small charge he makes 
to each of the scholars; there are several other small schools in the town, besides a very 
large Sunday school, which is generally attended by 100 boys and 190 girls. 



Castleknock and Clo.nsillagh : - - - The only parish school, properly so 
called vvjihm this union, is that of Castleknock.

In conseq^ce of the deficiency- of the funds, a debt was contracted amounting to afi/. 
which was paid by a private contribution ; the accounts of the school are not kept separate. 
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Cool.ocK : - - - One parish school, containing 36 boys and 44 girls. — The school is 
maintained by a grant of 15/. per annum from the incorporated association, and by sub- 
scriptions of the parishioners.

(he town of Raheny, which were built by the late Samuel Dick, esq. of Violet Hill, in 
said parish ; the other expenses of this school are supplied out of the money collected at a 
charity sermon, annually preached in the parish church for that purpose and in aid of the 
poor fund of the parish. — Mr. Dick left the above-mentioned rent of said houses by will to 
his son, Quinton Dick, esq. and his heirs, in trust that he should and might apply the 
profits arising therefrom to the payment of a schoolmaster’s salary for superintending the 
charity school established in the town of Raheny ; the annual average expenses of this 
school for books, stationery, &c. may be about 10/. 

There is another school in the parish, in which there are none but female children 
educated, and which is attended by about 60 girls on an average annually. — They are all 
roman catholics. — This school is supported by the annual subscriptions of the neighbour- 
ing gentry, and a very good schoolhouse has been lately erected for the purpose. — The 
children in this school are daily instructed in reading, writing and aritlimetic, and also 
taught needle-work, spinning, 8tc. 

Clontabf: - - - The protestant parochial school 1 ms on an average 30 boys and 20 

girls. 

Tlie funds arise from a grant of 15?. per annum from the association, and subscriptions 
amounting to 27/., making annual income 42/.; expenditure 48/. The difference between 
the expenditure and the funds is defrayed by a Mr. W. C. Colville, umil ground is 
obtained to build a schoolhouse, when the parish will be relieved from 22/. 15s. per year 
rent, which will enable the parish to pay their debu and leave an annual surplus. 

Drumcondra: - . - One parish school, containing 80 males and 92 females, total 172. 

Funds are supplied by private subscriptions and aid from the association in Capel-street. 

The annual income is 33 /. 12 s. 3 d. — Expenditure for the last twelve months, 42 /. 8 s. 

C1.0NDALKIN : - - - One parochial school, containing 77 scholars ; 38 boys 30 girls. 

Funds arise from 15/. from trie Association for Discountenancing Vice, and a charity 
sermon.

Rathcool : - - - There are two parish schools in the parish of Rathcool, one protes-- 
taut and the other papist. The papist schoolmaster obtained a license 30 years ago from 
Archbishop Fowler under pretence of being a protestant, by this manmuvre he got posses- 
sion of the parish schoolhouse and its annexed glebe, and retains it in defiance oAhe parish 
minister, and will yield to nothing but legal force; his name is Daniel Brady ; the glebe and 
garden exceed 3 roods. — In this school there are 30 scholars during the summer half year, 
about 12 females and 18 males; the tuition money amounts to from 25. 64 . to 8s. per 
quarter. 

The minister has appointed William Pitman as protestant schoolmaster in February last ; 
Brady before-named being in possession of the schoolhouse and its glebe, the minister was 
obliged to take a schoolhouse in the town for 4 /. per annum j this man taught until within 
six weeks 1 7 scholars, he has now only 3 or 4 ; the minister give* him 2 1 . per annum ; he 
charges only from 3s. to 8s. per quarter ; there is no fund or donation for said schools, con- 
sequently it is hard to know the expenditure of the 17 pupils mentioned above. There 
were to boys and 7 girls. 

Besides the above schools, there is a female school in the parish founded by Mrs. Mercer 
in the year 1 740 ; in this school there are 50 girls boarded, lodged and taught ; it is supported 
by an estate amounting to, as is supposed, 400 1. per annum ; there is no fund for apprentice 
fees. The governors of this school are his Grace the Archbishop of Dublin, the Lord Bisliop 
of Kildare, the Dean of St. Patrick’s, the Archdeacon of Dublin, and the minister of Brides 
Parish all appointed by the will of Mrs. Mercer for the lime being ; the minister of Brides 
being the agent who only can answer the query as to expenditure. 

Kilcobbin: - - . One parish school at Kilgobbin;containing 53 males and 40 females. 

Funds arise from voluntary subscriptions, the only funds from which the school derives 
support; the master receives generally 15^. per annum from the association, what he receives 
from the scholars is little and uncertain. 

The school has no regular income, the expenditure varies, the ordinary expenses are not 
less than about 7/. annually, exclusive of what may be laid out in clothing, &c. bv way 
of reward. 
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Crumlin : • - - There are two parish schools io Crumlin. 
There were 34 boys in the school under Lady Shaw's direction. 
Funds are derived from the parish. Expenditure is uncertain.

N.J 5 . — Above 600 1. has been expended in building and fitting up two school rooms, 36 
by 1 8 feet, at Stillorgan, and a residence for the master and mistress, of which 1 50 1. is still 
due. 

N.B . — There is also a male and female Sunday school at Stillorgan, where 30 males 
and 30 females attend. 



Leixlip: - - - There is but one parish school in the union of Leixlip, which is 
established in a new school room built by the late Lady Louisa Conolly in the town of 
Leixlip. 

There are six or seven other schools in the parish, over which the clergyman of the 
established church has no control. 

There were in October 1821, 130 children in the above-mentioned school, it being estab- 
lished on Dr. Bell’s system, under the care of a protestant master, and the scriptures read 
daily ; of these children about one-third were females ; now the school is reduced, by the 
interference of the romish priest, to 42 children, of which 8 are females, and 15 of the pre- 
sent number are romanists. 

The parish school is supported from an annual charity sermon, and also from lol. per 
annum allowed by the incumbent, Mr. Jones ; such children as can afford pay one penny 
per week. 

The annual income (and consequently the expenditure) must be liable to variation, arising 
from a charity sermon ; but the present expenditure is a salary of 30/. paid to the master, 
and 40 expended on the children, in giving the poorest of them breakfast every morning, 
and also giving clothing to such as need and deserve it, together with supplying books, 
paper, &c. 

Note. — ^The proceeds of last charity sermon were 56 1. 

‘ There is'a Sunday school in the town of Lucan, where the children meet after divine ser- 
vice is over, from two utitil Sour o’clock. ■ 

There are about 140 children in this school, for the*most part romanists, and of course the 
New Testament: is not read. 

This school has been fcftind very useful, and is particularly wanted in this village, where 
the children are during the week employed in a large flax spinning factory. 

^ere is a Sunday school established in the town of Leixlip, exclusively for protestant 
children; it commences at half-past ten, and continues until twelve ; about 35 attend. 

Celbeidge : - - - In this union there is but one weekly parish school strictly under 
the influence of the minister; viz. a school of about 33 boys, children of protestant 
parishioners, kept by the parish clerk in the vestry room of the church. 

The master receives over and above a salary of 20L per annum (as parish and vestry 
clerk), about lol. in weekly payments of from 6d. to Sd. from each child. 

There is no other income nor expenditure attendant on the school ; the children 
purchase their books, paper, 8ic. 

Weekly Female School : 

Tlie clerk’s wife keeps also a school of about 18 girls (half protestant, half roman 
catholic, in general) ; but this school is kept on her own account, the children pay her from 
6d. to lod- weekly. 

*29. Q Weekly 
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Weekly Free School : 

There is a school also kept uader the direction of Colonel Couoliy and at his expen se, 
containing at present 12 boys and 12 girls, protestants. He pays 50/. per annum. 

Over these two last schools (as has been said) the minister has no direct control, 
but the education afforded in them is of the same kind as in his own school. 

N.B. 120 roman catholic children did attend until the scriptures were last month 
introduced. 

Under the direction of the minister there is also a Sunday school, supported by 
voluntary subscriptions, amounting to about 20/. per annum, and containing about 60 pro- 
testant children, (exclusive of the weekly scholars who choose to attend), all of which are 
instructed in the scriptures and church catechism. 

There is no other school for protestant children of these parishes except little 
nursery schools. 

We compute that in two roman catholic schools at Celbridge and Straffan, there may 
be too children of that persuasion instructed. 

Maynooth : - - - There is but one protestant school in tlie parish of Maynooth ; this 
school is kept by the licensed parish clerk. 

There have not during the last year been more than an average of six children attending 
the school, of which three are protestants. There are not many more protestant children 
of an age for school ; such as may be, are of the latter class and educated at home. 

There are no funds except 40s. annually from the minister of the parish. 

Bray ; - - - In the union of Bray there are three parish schools, one in Kilternan at 
the Scalp, affording instruction to 49 boys and 33 girls. 

Its funds are derived from the Association for Discountenancing Vice, private subscrip- 
tions, and quarterly payments of the scholars. The amount of annual income is about 37 1 . ; 
the expenditure equal to that. 

One in the parish of Bray and town of Bray for girls only, affording useful instruction 
to 70. Its funds are derived from private subscription and the sale of articles made in the 
school, there being a shop attached to it. 

The amount of annual income 59/. ; the expenditure 57 (. 

One in the parish of old Connaught, near the town of Bray, for boys only, kept by 
the parish clerk, affording instruction to 86 boys during the last year. Its funds are 
derived from the Association for Discountenancing Vice, a collection made in the church 
at an annual charity sermon, a donation from the incumbent, and small weekly payraeius 
ftom some of the scholars. 

The expenditure of this school, as the scholars are taught gratis, with a few exceptions, 
and found in stationery, &c. generally exceeds its income, and will certainly do so this year. 
Its income amounts to about 66 /. ; its expenditure about 70 1 . This will be less in future, as 
there were some alterations and additions made each year since the school was opened. 

Delgan Y : - - - There are three schools for the poor in the parish of Delgany, under 
the superintendence of the clergyman ; (two besides attended to and supported by ladies and 
gentlemen of the parish.) 

In the school in the village of Delgany, there have been, during the last year, 149 
scholars, 85 boys and 64 girls. In another school in a pan of the parish called Windgates, 
82 scholars, 36 boys and 46 girls. In the third school, at Calary, 34 scholars, 15 boys and 
19 girls. 

(n the schools not under the immmediate superintendence of the clergyman, in one 78 
scholars, 52 boys and 26 girls; in the other, 70 girls. 

The Delgany school is maintained, in part by Mrt. La Touche, in part by the parish and 
clergyman, in part by the scholars ; the schoolmaster of this parish ia sIm parish clerk 

Windgates school is maintained from Erasmus Smith’s fund, and cootrihutiona from Mr. 
Pennefather, Mr. Brownrigg, and the clergyman and scholars. 

Calary school is maintained from the Association for Suppressing Vice, &c. the clergy- 
man and scholars. 

The amount of the income of Delgany school, (the clerkship, i2L included) 46/.; of 
Windgates school, 52/.; of Calary school, 33/. as. The annual expenditure of each for 
hooks, slates and cards, inconsiderable; defrayed out of the parish fond.* . ' 

Monckstown: - . - There are three parish schools, Monckstown, Deans Grange 
and Killiney : 

In Monckstown school, there have been 149 boys and 194 girls ; in Deans Grange school, 
there have been 50 boys and 64 girls ; and in Killiney school, there have been 100 boys and 
too girls during the last year, commencing 1st October 1821 and ending ist October 1822. 

Monckstown school is maintained by annual subscriptions, occasional donations, an 
annual charity sermon, and the sum of io(. annually from the Association for Discounte- 
nancing Vice, &c. besides which, the association gives a gratuity of 5/. annually to the 
schoolmaster, upon a certificate of good conduct from the parish minister. Killiney and 
Deans Grange schools are also each of them supported in the same manner, by annual 
subscriptions, occasional donations and an annual charity sermon. 

The annual income and expenditure of each school is about 6 ol. 
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New Castle, County Wicklow : - - ■ There are two parish schools ia the parish 
of New Castle. 

In New Castle School during the last half-year, there were 36 boys and 34 girls. This 
school is supported by a grant from the Association for Discountenancing Vice, and by the 
salaries paid by the pupils. 

In Newtown Mount Kennedy school, there were, during the last half-year, 37 boys and 
21 girls. This school is supported by a sum of 20/. granted annually by Lady Rossmore, 
and by the salaries paid by the pupils. 

Pow’ERScouRT: - - - One parish school at Tinnyhinch, John Murray, master, sup- 
ported by Lord Powerscourt. One at Annacreny, John Cranston, master, supported by 15/. 
per annum from the association, and 5/. from rector; during the year it has had about 
50 boys and 40 girls. 

Wicklow : - - - There are three schools in the union of Wicklow, to which assist- 
ance is given exclusive of the sums the masters receive from the parents of the scholars ; 
there are also schools in the parishes of Glanely and Killiskey, which are in the union of 
Wicklow. 

The three schools mentioned are kepi, by Francis M'Phail at Wicklow, by Mr. John 
Breathour at Ballinalea, and by John Watson at Ballinree.' 

Number of scholars in the school kept by Francis M^Phail at Wicklow, during the last 
year, 61 ; viz. 53 boys and 8 girls. 

The Rev. Dr. Deallry, prebendary of Wicklow, gives a schoolhouse and about one 
acre of land, worth about 8 per annum. Earl FitzwHliam gives ten guineas per annum, 
and the Association for Discountenancing Vice, &c. have for some years given 15/. per annum. 

Francis M'Phail who is parish clerk as well as schoolmaster teaches foundling children 
and other children whose parents are in very indigent circumstances without payment; he 
does not receive for tuition from the parents of his pupils more than 2 1 . per annum, and the 
expenses of keeping the schoolhouse (which is a large house) in repair cannot be less than 
2 1 . per annum. 

Number of scholars in the school at Ballinalea, kept by John Breathour, 88 ; viz. 58 boys 
and 30 girls. 

The late Mrs. Sarah Tighe, of Rossana, gave a schoolhouse and two acres of land, which 
maybe worth 15/. per year; but whether Mrs. Tighe’s representatives will allow him to 
retain the possession of the house and land, or what rent ne may be hereafter required to 
pay, John Breathour cannot tell. 

John Breathour receives 9/. yearly from the Association for Discountenancing Vice, &c- 
and about 23 /. vearJy from the parents of his pupils ; he has about 19 boarders, from whom 
he receives froin 20 1 . to 27 1 . each per year ; he pays 16 /. yearly to an assistant, and 2 /. 
yearly to a boy for keeping the school rooms clean. 

Number of scholars in the school at Ballinree, kept by Thomas Watson, 45 ; viz. 25 boys 
and 20 girls. 

The Rev. Henry L. Bayly, rector of Arklow, gives a schoolhouse and dwellinghouse 
rent free ; the Society for promoting the Education of the Poor of Ireland have given some 
stationery and a premium of 3 1 . in the last year. 

Thomas Watson receives about 15 /. per annum from the parents of his pupils, and he 
hopes that the Rev., Mr. Bayly, of the Society for promoting the Education of the Poor in 
Ireland, will keep the schoolhouse in repair. 

Glanelt : - V - In the parish of Glanely there are four parish schools : Ballinree, 
Ballinakill, Glanely and Kilcandra. Ballinree consists of 44 scholars; 22 males and 22 
females ; 1 7 of the formei and 1 5 of tli# latter are protestants. A house and an acre of 
land, and 5 1 - reoeiverf /rom the a*sociation are the only funds.

Glanely school, eofcshiling of 71 scholars; 45 males and 26 females; annual income 
about 10 1 . — Expenditure 2 7 . for the school room. 

Kilcandra school, consisting of 30 scholars ; 1 6 males and 1 4 females. Income about 6 /. 
Expenditure 1 1 . 145.. 1 i </. No funds. 

Ballinree school is a good room, furnished with desks and forms, built by government. 

Ballinakill school, a wretched room, in \vant of tables, desks, forms and slates. 

Glanely ditto, a wretched room, in want of desks, tables and forms. 

Kilcandra has no separate room for a school, but the children are taught in the master’s 
house and family, and wants desks, forms and slates. 

In the parish of W icklow is the school of Ballinalea, under my inspection, consisting of 87 
scholars, 50 males and 37 feiqales ; annual income 35 15s.; expenses 18/. 16 $. to an usher, 

and 2 /. to a boy who sweeps the school rooms, of which there are two in very good ordei and 
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well furnished. John Breathour, master, a protestant and a very careful and attentiveman • 
20 of the scholars are roman catholics. — Funds : A commodious house and two acres of 
land given by the late Mrs. Tighe, lo/. per annum by Charles Tottenham, esq. and gl. by 
the association. ^ 

In the parish of Rathdrum is the school of Shinamore on lands belonging to the Com- 
missioners of Education, consisting of 49 scholars, 25 males and 24females, under my inspec- 
tion, also as agent to the commissioners for that estate. The school is a miserable cabin, too 
small, and in total want of all necessaries for a school, without desks, forms, tables slates 
or books, in so much that the master is obliged to catechise them out of his own Prayer- 
book ; the income scarce 3 L ; the expenditure last year was 3 /. 2 «. 5 <1. ; funds, 20 1 . paid 
by the commissioners. William Price, a protestant master, who is very attentive and careful 
and well qualified to instruct children in reading, writing, arithmetic, bookkeeping, and* 
several branches of the mathematics. He has no house attached to the school, but resides 
in a house of his own ; in this school 22 are taught gratis. Most of the scholars are chil- 
dren of poor parents. 

iCiLiiisKEY : - • - Two schools, both Sunday and day schools, one containing an 
average of 90 children ; second an average of 40 children. * 

Dunganstown : - . - Three parish schools in Dunganstown parish. 

Dunganstown parish school : 

Funds arise from an association salary, and an allowance from the curate, and also from 
payments of scholars ; 1 5 per annum from the Association for Discountenancing Vice, &c. ; 
5 1. from the curate ; 20 from scholars payments.— 41 males, 41 females. 

Kilandra school : 

Funds arise from an allowance from the National Education Society, and an allowance 
fi om the curate, and payments of scholars.

Six hedge schools are also in the parish, and at all these about 400 children receive 
education, while the number requiring it amount to about 1,000. 

Rathdrum : The number of schools in the parish of Rathdrum are seven ; viz 

Rathdrum, N° 1. Rathdrum, N" 2. Clara Chapel, Ballynacar, Clashbridge, N« 1. Clash- 
bridge, N® 2. Sheanah; containing 233. 

Rathdrum, N® 1. consists of 26 boys free, 6 day and 10 boarders, under the care of Mr. 
Robert Andrews ; he receives an endowment of 30 1 . per year and a house from Lord Fitz- 
william, for which he educates 26 boys free ; the other boys pay the usual charges of other 
schools ; day boys at a guinea per quarter, and boarders at 20 1 . per year. Total 42 boys. 

Rathdrum, N® 2. — This is kept by Ann Sweeny, containing 28 girls, who are educated 
at the expense of Lord Fitzwilliam, who liberally allows; total 28 girls. 

Clara Chapel contains 50 ; 25 boys and 25 girls ; total 50. 

Ballynacar contains 24 boys and 20 girls, under the tuition of Mr. Guilmor, who is ap- 
pointed by William Kemmis, esq. who gives him 10 1 . per year and a house ; from the chil- 
dren the master receives 2d. per week ; total 44. 

Clashbridge, N® x. contains 7 boys and 12 girls, under the care of the Miss Lees.— This 
school is established and superintended by Mrs. Lees, who allows liberally for the education 
of the children; total 19. 

Clashbridge, N® 2. contains 13 boys and 1 1 girls, under the instruction of Mat, M'Cabe ; 
he IS a very poor man, and the parents of the children very distressed, in consequence of 
which he is paid very badly, from 1 s. to 1 s. 8 d. per quarter ; total 24, 

Sheanah contains 50, 29 boys and 2 1 girls, under the endowment of the Commissioners of 
Education ; the master is Robert Price, he is now paid by them, the oommissioners having 
taken the lands given by an ancestor of Lord Carysfort under their own management ; 

Derralossory : One parish school in the parish of Derralossory ; 48 children 

attend ; 28 lemales, 20 males. 

Funds are, salary to the master of 15?. per annum from the association, and 16/. from 
the vestry, as parish and vestry clerk.— No expenditure, except salary to master, and repairs 
of the house. ^ 

Castlr M'Adam : - - - The number of schools in the parish of Castle M®Adam are 
eight; viz. Castle M’Adam, Ballyanhur, Newbridge, Tigrony, Redcross, N° 1. Redcross, 
N* 2. Redcross, N° 3. Kilcashel ; containing 482. 

Castle 
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Castle M'Adam cooiains 48 boys and 28 girls, under the tuition of Henry M'Pliailj who 
is clerk of the parish ; he receives 12 /. per year as clerk, and 15/. from tlie association, be- 
sides a house and an acre of land ; some of the scholars pay 5 s. per quarter, some 3s. od. 
and others 2s. 6d.\ the total number 76. 

Ballyarthur contains 35 girls, established and superintended by Mrs. Bayly; the children 
are taught spinning, knitting and sewing, by the sale of which the school is supported ; 
total 35. 

Newbridge contains 77 boys and 57 girls, roman catholics, under the care of Francis 
Mahon, who is clerk to the chapel; it is supported by annual charity sermons; the 
total 134. 

Tigrony contains 29 males and 24 females, under the care of James Moorhead, a pro- 
testant ; its chief support arises from an annual grant of 10 /. from the Mine Company, and 
a remuneration of 5/. from the Education Society, who give books and stationery ; the total 
number 53. 

Redcross, N° 1. contains 40 boys and 24 girls, under the care of Edward Brady, mostlv 
of the roman catholic persuasion ; lie is paid by subscription, from an annual charity sermon ; 
total' 64. 

Redcross, N® 2. contains 37 boys and 15 girls, under the tuition of Mrs. M'^Gregor;' she 
is paid by the children at 2s.6d. each per quarter, and for children learning to spin, 54. ; 
her income about 6 1 . or 7 /. ; total 52. ’ 

Redcross, N'’ 3. contains 25 boys and 15 girls; is kept by James Cronau, yvlio receives 
from 2 s. to 2 s. 8 d. per quarter ; his annual income about 7 /; total 40. 

Kilcashel: - - - Kilcashei contains 15 boys and 13 girls, taught by Denis Doyle, 
mostly roman catholics ; the master receives quarterly payments, from some- 2 s. 8 rf. and 
others 3s. which generally amount to 3/. or 4I. &-ye&r{ total number 28.

The master has two acres of land attached to the school, rent free.

N. B. For building this school 100 1 . were obtained from the Lord Lieutenant from the 
Parliamentary grant for aiding in the building of schools, and about 300 /. from Robert 
Burrowes, esq. patron, from whom also was obtained the old house and an acre of land in 
fee; the old house was altered at the above expense to answer the present purpose.

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Hollywood, County Wicklow ; - - - There are eight schools in the parish of 
Hollywood : 

A school kept at Mullica, by John Giltrap ; 28 males, i8 females. 

Ditto at Hollywood, by Hugh Reily ; 24 males, 8 females. 

Ditto, by Mary Byrne; 6 males, 5 females. 

Ditto at Newtown, by John Flarty ; 30 males, 3 females. 

Ditto at Blakestown, by John Nowlan ; 20 males, 20 females. 

Ditto at Slecorrough, by Abraham Cooper; 14 males, 14 females. 

Ditto at Granamore, by Martin Clarke ; 14 males, 13 females. 

Ditto at Aughgrenny, by John Wilks ; 4 males, 4 females. 

There is no certain fund for the support of the above schools. 

The small annual fees for tuition, paid by the scholars to their respective masters, form the 
whole income and expenditure ; the want of some fund to bniJd a schoolhouse, or even a 
good school room, is much felt in this parish, which is not so fortunate as to possess even 
one resident landholder within its bounds. 

Ballintemple : - - - There is no parish school in this parish ; the whole parish is 
within the property of the Earl of Carysforl, who, from family arrangements, is unable to 
grant land for building a schoolhouse. — There are two small schools of a very bad description 
held in the parish, but no parish school. 

Blessington; - — There are two parish schools in this union. 

In the parish school of Blessington, there were from 35 to 40 boys educated gratis, and 
of this number 20 are clothed ana educated. 

In the parish school of Rathmore, there were this year 43 boys and 31 girls; total 74. 

The parish school of Blessington is supported by an endowment, and the master receives 
of this 20Z. with a house and garden, and also 5 1. per annum from the vicar of the parish. 

The parish school of Rathmore is supported from Erasmus Smith’s fund, and 2 1 . annually 
from the vicar of the parish; the master has an excellent house and offices, with three acres 
of land, and 32 per annum. 

Aeklow: - - - a schoolhouse has just been completed in the town of Arklow, 
capable of containing 300 children on the estate, and at the sole expense of the Earl of 
Carysfort. The Earl of Wicklow has also built a schoolhouse of considerable dimensions 
on his estate, for the advantage of his tenantry ; neither of these schools have yet opened. 
Lady Wicklow has established a female school of 40 girls, who are well instructed and 
attended to; and the Honourable Mrs. Proby has also a female school, containing 40 girls. 
Lord Carysfort has it in contemplation to build three additional schools on his estate. The 
Sunday school has been established about 1 2 years ; 627 protestant children are on the roll, 
and from 300 to 400 attend regularly the year round. 

It is impossible to make a satisfactory report of the Ai klow schools for some months to 
come (with the exception of the Arklow Sunday school) as the schoolhouses lately built will 
not be prepared for the reception of scholars until after the Christmas holidays, when it is 
expect^ that a very considerable portion of the population of this parish will enjoy the 
advantage of an improved system ot education. 

Donard: - - - One school in the parish of Donard, it was only opened on the 1st 
of May 1822, and attended in summer by from 50 to 60 children, at present 31 only attend 
regularly, whereof 17 are males, the remaining 14 females. The master is to receive from 
each scholar 2 s. per quarter, and from the clergymen 5 /. a year. 

Dunlavin: - - - There is one parish school; there are several schools throughout 
the union of Dunlavin, of which two only have protestant superintendents. 

In the parish school, from 11 to 23 females attended to the beginning of summer, and 
from 18 to 37 boys to the same period. 

In consequence of two protestant schools being established in the town of Dunlavin, 
during the last summer, the attendance at the parish school has been diminished somewhat. 

Funds arise from association grant and private subscriptions. 

During the past year the expense amounted to about 43 the income to about 36/. lys.gd 

Donoughmore: - - - Oneparishschoolcontaining89inalesand64females; total 153. 

Funds; The only funds is 15 L per annum, paid by the association to the master, who is 
also clerk at a salary of 1 5 per aimum, a house and half an acre of ground rent free ; he 
teaches 30 children gratis. 

Athy : - - - One protestant parochial school, containing 40 scholars, 22 boys and 
18 girls. 

Funds: 1 o allowed by Dean French, the rector of theparisb, and 10/. paid in small 
sums, by those pupils that are able to pay. There being no schoolhouse built, the master 
out of his salary is obliged to provide a place ; his annual income is about 20/., many 
being free scholars ; his expenditure about the same. 

Fonstown ; - - - One parish school, containing 53 males and 44 females. 

The Blaster is allowed one acre of land, and a dwellinghouse, by the rector; 5/. per year 
by the parish, and he receives about 10/. a-year from the children.

- - There is no parish school. A schoolhouse was built 
in this parish by tlte trustees of the late Erasmus Smith, 
esq. from whom the master receives 30?. per annum, which, 
with two acres of land granted by Mr. Humfreys, a prin- 
; cipal landed proprietor in the parish, forms the stipend 
received by the master.
